Change in Demurrage Laws 


Infective last I'Yidaj.as indicated In 


press dispatches, changes took place 
in the railway demurrage laws that 
shorten 
the 
time and increase tho 


charges. Heretofore, consigners were 
allowed 72 hours in which to unload 
cars, but from now on they are allow- 
ed only 48 hours, after which demur- 
rage charges begin. The first day the 
charge is $1, the second day $2. the 
third day |3, the fourth day *5, ami 
each succeeding day $5 per car. 
This 


change has been ordered by the inter- 
state commerce commission. It will 
be effective In releasing hundreds of 
freight cars in every section of tho 
country and will tend to relieve the 
car shortage, which it Is said is large- 
ly responsible for tbe high cost of liv- 
ing.
